LwIntn THE NEW FLASH GORDON! 


‘Sam J. Jones is the 26 year old star of Dino 
de Laurentiis’ spectacular space film FLASH 
GORDON. Before he played Flash, Jones 
achieved his widest screen recognition as Bo 
Derek's husband in the movie 10. He landed 
the part of Flash Gordon when de Laurentiis 
noticed him as a contestant on THE DATING 
GAME, which Jones did between 
assignments, 

FM is proud to present this interview with 
‘one of the great new stars on the science fic- 
tion horizon--indeed, in all of filmdom! 

FM: Did you read the adventures of Flash Gor- 
don when you were a kid? 

Jones: Yes | did. | wasn't a real big fan of it, 
but growing up in the 50s | enjoyed Flash Gor- 
don, Superman, and all those other episodic 
heroes. 

FM: What kind of studying did you do when 
you got the part? 

Jones: | called a couple of friends--these peo- 
ple really knew the characters of Flash Gor- 
don. Aura, Ming, the Treemen, the Lizardpeo- 
ple, the Lionmen. It was interesting. 
FM: Did you base your own performance on 
the Buster Crabbe serials? 

Jones: | didn't take it at all from the serials. 
Even though the sefs and everything else are 
exactly the same-except that it's in color of 
course--and the characters are the same as 
they were in the 30s, | played Flash mostly 
from my own instincts. Face it, Dino cast me 
as Flash Gordon because he wanted to see 
‘Sam J. Jones doing Flash Gordon. Otherwise 
he would have gotten someone else. 

FM: Mf you had to describe Flash in a few 
words, what would they be? 

Jones: He's a loner, and he's very, very 
tant about anybody. And naive. But 
leader and a very warm person. Even when 
he’s knocked out and finds himself on this 
planet with Zarkov, who he thinks is crazy, 
he’s realistic, knows there's nothing he can 
do now except ny to stay on top 

FM: Would you, Sam J. Jones. ever do things 
that Flash does? 

Jones: \'d love to go into space, sure. 

FM: What was the most difficult aspect of the 
filming of FLASH GORDON? 

Jones: Everytime the director set up a shot, 
you're talking about two-or three hours of 
work, especially when we had bombs going 
off. That's how long it took. If you don't go in 
there and do your lines right, or don’t get the 
blocking right, that’s another two or three 
hours to set it all up again. 

FM: Was that pressure bad for the cast? 
Jones: No, not at all. Not for me, anyway. | 
was just doing what instincts told me to do, 
with the help of the director. 

FM: The script itself is by Lorenzo Semple Jr. 
and is pretty camp, a lot like his old BATMAN 
TV show. Did this aspect of the film worry 
you? 

Jones: No. | think if you ask the other actors, 
you'll find we played it as seriously as possi- 
ble. That's why | think it's balanced, as it is 
now. 

FM: Did you make any contributions to the 
script? 

Jones: Not exactly. More to the film itself. For 
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example, we filmed it in England with an 
English crew. The English don't understand 
‘our game of football. So when we had to set up 
the fight [where Flash rips apart Ming's hen- 
chmen], | created that scene with the help of 
the stunt men. | really enjoyed that. 

FM: Was that difficult to stage? 

Jones: Yes, we spent many, many weeks 
before finally shooting it. 

FM: What sort of athietic training did you have 
prior to filming FLASH GORDON? 

Jones: Well, | played semi-pro football, and 
I'm on my way to getting my black belt. Still, 
put on 25 pounds exercising to get in tip-top 
shape for the part. 

FM: There have been some great special ef- 
fects films in the last few years, movies like 
CLOSE ENCOUNTERS OF THE THIRD KIND 
and STAR TREK. Did the special effects crew 
on FLASH GORDON take as much care with 
their effects as the crews of those other films? 
Jones : Oh sure. They worried about them 
ery minute. Especially with the Hawkmen 
id the flying. When you're dealing with wires 
and hydraulics and opticals, realism is so im- 
portant. Dino said that we've got more people 
flying in this movie than in any other film. | 
was there, even when | wasn't called for 
scenes, just watching the Hawkmen fly. | 
spent 5‘ months on the film, and | think they 
spent another three or four months on the 
Hawkmen alone, just making them fly. It looks 
real on the screen! 

FM: Do you think it's important for kids in the 
audience to look up to characters like Flash 
Gordon? 

Jones: | think it’s very important. Though kids 
shouldn't be mislead, like most of the kids | 
grew up with in high school. We were afraid to 
cry, because we had to show that we were 
macho and ail of that. It's nice to see that 
that's changing, like in STAR WARS, when 
Mark Hammil got upset over his aunt and un- 
cle’s death. Flash may be a superhero, but 
also a man. 

FM: Are you afraid of being typecast as Flash, 
unable to do other roles without people saying, 
“Oh, he was Flash Gordon.”* 

Jones: It's automatic that you become 
typecast when you do a heroic adventure film 
like this. The thing | have to do now is really 
prove anything, but keep working with good 
quality scripts and stick with what | know. 
Adventure, action. It doesn't have to be 
‘Supermacho, but I'll stick with what's right for 
‘me, not get off on some crazy track, not think | 
can do anyt 1 love doing action and 
adventure with a great of warmth, making 
sure everything is as humanly real as possi- 
ble. 

FM: How was it working with top stars like 
Max Von Sydow and Topol? 

Jones: It was great. Max and Chaim Topol 
the most experienced, they were real 
There were times when I'd have a 
and they didn’t have to be there just 
to cross the lines with me. They'd have work- 
ed long hours the day before, and Max had an 
average of 60 pounds of wardrobe, with those 
capes and robes, but he would still come ont

Anderson, and she was a riot. We had a great 
time. But the real experience was working 
with the European actors and actresses. Max 
s from Sweden, Chaim from Israel, Ornella 
Muti from Italy. And we had a big, cast of 
great English actors, Brian Blessed, Timothy 
Dalton, and all the others. You know, I've had 
20 different occupati from truck driver to 
nighclub bouncer. This is my first major film. 
It my work here amounts to much, | owe a lot 
to all the people who worked on FLASH. | 
knew I'd learn a lot from them initially, and 
that's one of the reasons | decided to do the 
picture. 
FM: There was about a week between the time 
you screen tested after THE DATING GAME 
and the part was offered to you, What was 
your reaction? 
Jones: At first, my agents and managers all 
{got together and talked about it, and then they 
came to me with their recommendation and 
said it's up to you. The many good people whe 
were involved was one reason | ch twa 
1d, of course, to be offered the pa 
though I knew they cast me in part because of 
my athletic abilities. They didn't cast me 
because | had won a Tony for doing Hamlet on 
Broadway. | mean, | would love to do stage-- 
but I'm not a Shakespearean trained actor. 
FM: Neither is Charles Bronson, neither was 
John Wayne--but they did all right for 
themselves. Speaking of which, were the 
stunts difficult to arrange in the film? 
Jones: We had 50 to 100 stuntmen doing all 
the dangerous high-falls and all of that. | did 
all of my action myself: climbing the ropes, 
swinging down the ropes, fighting and all of 
that. But the stuntmen did a lot of work on the 
whole movie, and though it was strenous 
work, they were all pros. 
FM: Had you always wanted to be an actor? 
Jone \ctually | tried to make it in modeling 
first, but | couldn't because of my size. You 
had to be a 38 or 40 size jacket; | was a 44 or 
46 long, so | could never fit into any of the 
clothing. The only alternative, if | wanted to 
stay before a camera, was to try the acting end 
of it, so | came to Hollywood in 1978. | went to 
every major studio and casting director's of- 
fice, and they all said, ‘Come back when you 
have some theatrical training behind you.' So! 
did, | went to an acting teacher. Then | got an 
agent, went to 200 or 300 auditions, as many 
as 5 each day, before | finally got some 
positive reaction. 
FM: Would you have liked to see Buster 
Crabbe have a part in the film? 
Jones: Sure, but | couldn't be pushy. | was 
the lead in the film but | wasn't the filmmaker. 
I didn’t have the right to say it. 
FM: Any closing thoughts? For example, is 
there a lesson for any of us in FLASH GOR- 
DON? 
Jones: Yes. Flash faces all kinds of 
challenges--and though they're pretty fan- 
tastic challenges, they're not much different 
from the kinds of mental and physical 
demands we all face every day. | hope we all 
can learn from his dedication and spirit ae 
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MAX VON SYDOW-- 
MING THE MERCILESS! 


The Swedish-born actor talks about his role as 
Ming in FLASH GORDON...and also about a 
previous cinema brush with evildoing! 

FM: What do you think of the film? 

VON SYDOW: | saw it with an audience, and 
‘the audience reacted wonderfully to it. It's a 
true cartoon. | personally think it’s a fun pic- 
ture. 

FM: Did you ever see the original Buster 
Crabbe FLASH GORDON? 

VON SYDOW: Only part of it, and not until | 
was already in production on the new film, 
When | was a boy, | read the cartoon, though 
not steadily. Flash Gordon was not one of my 
favorite comic strip heroes. And | didn't know 
about the films in those days. | don't even 
know if they were shown in Sweden 

FM: what did you think of the Buster Crabbe 
serial? 

VON SYDOW: | thought they were extremely 
funny 

FM: What about Sam J. Jones, who plays 
Flash? Do you think he’s a good actor? 

VON SYDOW: | think he’s good in the film, 
and | like him very much. Personally, Sam is a 
very nice man. 

FM: You have starred in many great films, in- 
cluding THE SEVENTH SEAL and THE EXOR- 
CIST. What attracted you to FLASH GORDON, 
and to Ming? 

VON SYDOW: Mainly | did it for fun. This was 
sheer fantasy, different from what I've done 
before, That attracted me. The way the part 
was written in the script suggested that I'd 
have a great deal of fun. And villains are 
always dramatically more satistying to play 
than the good guys. 

FM: Did you read a great deal of SF in your 
childhood? 

VON SYDOW: | read some. Mostly, though, | 
was exposed to folktales, since my father was 
a professor of Scandinavian folklore. 

FM: Are there any tales you remember most 
vividly? 

VON SYDOW: Mostly those which deal with 
the devil. | was never afraid of him. Where 
ever the Devil appeared in Scandinavian 
folklore, he always turned out to be funny. Or 
kind of ridiculous. Never really scary. So | 
always looked upon him as kind of a clown 
who was always outwitted by somebody. By 
the youngest brother of the three, or the good 
blacksmith who talked him into showing off, 
like getting into the empty nutshell and when 
he’s there he plugs the nutshell and puts him 
‘on the anvil and gives him what-for. But in all 
those tales, the devil was the loser, never ter- 
rifying 

FM: Did the public’s reaction of utter fear to 
THE EXORCIST surprise you, then? 

VON SYDOW: Yes, | was very surprised. 
FM: What are your feelings about the film, 
personally? 

VON SYDOW: I'd read the book, and was very 
taken by it. But somehow, | didn’t react to the 
book as | later on reacted to the film when | 


saw it. | didn’t think of this even while we 
were doing the picture--but it was very 
negative. Very well-made, but destructive in 
the way the little girl is humiliated by the 
demon. Forget about the fact that at the very 
end she comes out.alive. The fact that she is 
there all through the story, suffering at the 
hands of evil, is unsettling to me when | think 
about it 

FM: Getting back to FLASH GORDON, was it 
easy for you to be as nasty as Ming is on the 
screen? 

VON SYDOW: No. As a boy, | was told, ‘You 
are not supposed to fight somebody who is 
smaller than you, or weaker than you, and two 
shouldn't try to beat up one.” Which is totally 
out of kilter with what Ming is, and what he 
does. 

FM: How do you think FLASH GORDON will do 
around the world? After all, he’s being billed 
as THE GREATEST AMERICAN HERO OF ALL- 
TIME. 

VON SYDOW: | think it will appeal to all earthi- 
ings because it’s an entertaining picture, a 
picture for children of all ages. I'm sure it will 
have a wide audience, particularly in Japan, 
where they enjoy this sort of film. Also, there 
are many Italians and English actors in the 
film, which should help us in those countries, 
FM: Did you wear a bald cap in the film? 
VON SYDOW: No, they shaved my head. 

FM: And the beard? 

VON SYDOW: That was false 
moustache and eyebrows 

FM: Was it difficult playing to special effects 
that you had to imagine, and which would not 
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be added until months later? 
VON SYDOW: Not really. Actually, I'm not in- 
volved with that many optical effects, directly 
At the very end a little. Most of my scenes are 
in the palace or inside other buildings, so | 
didn’t really play very much to a blue screen 
(Editor's Note: a backdrop which does not 
photograph, meaning the filmakers can insert 
any background they wish when they have 
their film in the laboratory). | have done that in 
other films, and it’s difficult. Difficult, com- 
plicated, and distracting. 
FM: Ming’s full title is actually what? 
VON SYDOW: Emperor Ming the Merciless of 
Mongo. 
FM: That's a rather ominous name 
VON SYDOW: He's an ominous man. 
FM: Do you think you played the character to 
its fullest extent? Is he as evil as he could 
have been? 
VON SYDOW: No, | don’t think so. | softened 
it, made him a bit absurd so that he wouldn't 
frighten anyone. 
FM: Did you use any models in your perfor- 
mance? Any historical dictators, or that sort of 
think? 
VON SYDOW: Ming is not really the sort of 
character you'd read up on. | looked upon him 
as a mixture of Mephisto and Rasputin. 
FM: Would you play Ming again if there is a 
FLASH GORDON sequel? 
VON SYDOW: That depends. If the story is 
good, if the script is good--it all depends. | en- 
joyed playing him very much, as I've said, 
though I’m not sure it's the kind of role I'd like 
to stay with. | enjoy parts that afe more 
authentic and human, 
FM: Do you worry about the fact that kids who 
see the film may try to do some of the things 
that Flash or Ming do? The fights, with fists or 
swords--? 
VON SYDOW: | don’t know. | suppose it’s like 
seeing a fight between Holmes and Ali. If we 
didn’t have that outlet, that healthy outlet on 
the screen, we might go out and fight 
somebody ourselves. 
FM: Though the question of a sequel to FLASH 
GORDON js obviously something that the suc- 
cess of the first film will have to decide, you 
did appear in a sequel to one of your most suc- 
cessful film, THE EXORCIST. That was THE 
HERETIC. How do you feel about that film? 
VON SYDOW: THE HERETIC was sequel that 
evidently, shouldn't have been made, and one 
which | entered very reluctantly. | hadn't plan- 
ned to make it, my part was added to the 
story. Unfortunately, it wasn't a very good 
story and the picture was a flop 
FM: Any closing thoughts? 
VON SYDOW: Only that | am pleased with the 
courage and imagination it took for a film- 
maker to see me in the part of Ming. While it's 
true that villains are frequently played by 
foreigners, Dino de Laurentiis had great 
courage to offer me this spectacular villain 
which was a great challenge to me.

From the 1922 MARS CALLING to the 1979 ALIE 
from THE DAY THE EARTH STOOD STILL to$ 
TREK—THE MOTION PICTURE, theatrical fi 
have furnished their diverse versions of extrate 
beings. They have often used them as symbols of our own 
behavior ‘s good or bad comparisons to our lives & 
habits. 

When television came along in the late 1940s, it too pro- 
mptly began its continuing exploration of the possibilities 
of alien life for the ever-expanding TV audience. 


tele-aliens 

TV aliens have shown some extreme differences in per- 
sonality. Some have shared beautiful friendship with 
human beings and others have conspired to wipe out 
every last human on earth, 

Today we can enjoy both the new shows and the older 
programs via reruns and in retrospect can see how the por- 
trayals of alien intelligences reflect the hopes & fears of 
our own people in regard to what may exist “out the 


early kidvid 

Most FM r self included) are too young to 
remember the space adventure program Tom Corbett, 
Space Cadet, which aired. live on weekday afternoons 
from1950 to 1956. Based on Robert Heinlein's novel 

‘Space Cadet”, it followed the interplanetary adventures 
of youthful cadets at the rigorous S} Academy, where 
rocketeers were trained. Frankie Thomas starred as Tom 
but much of the audience's attention was with his fellow 
cadets, wise-cracking Roger Manning (Jan Merlin) and 
Astro (Al Markham), a very human-like Venusian. The 
soft-spoken Astro took a lot of ribbing from Roger who, 
although predisposed to getting himself and everyone else 
into a lot of trouble, always ended up a hero at the end. 

Young viewers learned a lot of real science from this 
series, since rocket expert Willy Ley served as technical 
advisor. 

In 1955, Judd Holdren starred as Commando Cody, 
Sky Marshall Of The Universe. He was a sort of super 
lawman who struggled agains hing from ordinary 
Earth crooks to the evil humanoid alien known only as 
“The Ruler’. 

From 1951 to 1958 the late George Reeves played the 
Man of Steel in The Adventures Of Superman. His 
realistic and sensitive portrayal lent credibility to the tale 
of the only survivor of the doomed planet Krypton. Sent 
by his parents to Earth in a rocket, he was found and rais- 
ed by kindly Eben ‘a Kent to become the Earth's pro- 
tector & the nemesis of evil. 


serling’s sterling series 

One of my favorite shows is the The Twilight Zone, 
which gave me & millions of others a delightful scare 
or some food for thought each week from 1959 to 1965. 
Some of the episodes in this thoughtfully-written an- 
thology series dealt with the supernatural but many 
science fiction tales were also featured.

Guess it would be illogical for you not to recog- 
nize what starry series this alien appeared in. 


“Nightmare” is right! From OUTER LIMITS. 


This 6-clawed Cyclopean beauty was LOST IN 
SPACE. Unfortunately, he was found. 


One such episode dealt with the visit of ahuman-like 
young alien to a Mexican town, where he tried to 
befriend the townspeople but was killed for his efforts. 
As he died, he revealed a gift he had planned to give 
them: the formula for a cancer cure. 

Another episode depicted the arrival of a sleek 
spacecraft from Mars, carrying within it a handsome 
humanoid who greeted us openly. He had come. he 
said, to devote himself to helping mankind. His secrets 
for happiness were outlined in a book written in the 
Martian language. This book. entitled “Tow To Serve 
Man”, was displayed by the alien to a U.N. translator 
ona TV talk show. The contents of the book, however, 
were not to be disclosed until several hundred humans 
took a short round trip to Mars as a gesture of our 
trust 

But after the Karthers had already boarded the ship, 
the translator, who had sneaked a look at the book, ran 
toward them in a frenzy of fear. “Get off the 
spaceship he screamed, *That book...... How To 
Serve Man’......it’s aCOOKBOOK!”" 


not an “oater”, an “outer” 

That phenomenal series, The Outer Limits, featured 
the greatest variety of out-of-this-world creatures ever 
seen on TV during its run from 1963 to 1965. Superb 
special effects created for us such marvels as "The 
Zanti Misfits”, tiny human-faced insectoid criminals 
who escaped from a disabled prison ship orbiting 
Earth. 

Other horrors included the apelike, clawed 
Megasoid seen in the episode entitled “The 
Duplicate Man”. Illegally brought to Warthas a study 
specimen, this extremely savage but brilliant being 
promptly escaped and its captor was faced with recap- 
turing it before it killed someone or, almost as bad, 
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secretly laid its egys! 

A radio station owner (Cliff Robertson) was shocked 
to see a weird creaLure without a nose or mouth appear 
on his scanning screen in" Galaxy Being”. The techni- 
cian had been experimenting with microwaves to 
receive radio signals from the Andromeda galaxy, and 
this creature, an “energy being’, had come in response 
to his "call". When the man left to attend a party and 
an unwitting substitute technician boosted the 
transmitter power, the alien crashed right thru the 
screen,accidentally killing several people. After it had 
found the man who had summoned it, it disappeared 
forever, but not until it had given an awesome 
demonstration of its powers. 


fanta-fun favorite 

My Favorite Martian also made its debut in 1963 
and ran for 3 years. This comedy told the story of a 
siting Martian anthropologist whose craft was ac- 
cidentally sideswiped by an Air Force jet,crashing to 
Earth near Los Angeles. A young newspaper reporter. 
Tim O'Hara (Bill “The Hulk” Bixby), rescued the Mar- 
tian and provided a home for him while he attempted 
to repair his damaged spaceship. Ray Walston gave a 
star performance as the conceited but friendly alien 
(called Uncle Martin by Tim) who poked fun at Earth 
people but was always willing to use his wisdom & his 

Martian powers to help them solve their problems. 

My Favorite Martian was the ancestor of the current 
hit Mork & Mindy. Mork, an incompetent bungler 
from the planet Ork, is sent by his Ga Orson, to 
Boulder, Colorado in a flying egg. Mork is to make up 
for past mistakes by observing our primitive way of 
life and reporting his findings to Orson by telepathy. 
He shares an apartment with pretty Mindy McConnell 
(Pam Dawber), who is majoring in journalism. 

This comedy owes its success to the zany Robin 
Williams as Mork and to the hilarious reaction of a per- 
son from another planet who is unaccustomed to 
“our” ways. 


who’s on first 

‘The long-running British science fantasy series Dr. 
Who has been entertaining viewers with its unforget- 
table alien & earthbound monsters since 1963, with 4 
ferent actors portraying the whimsical scientist 
over the years. 

Dr. Who has matched wits with antlike Zarbies, nas- 
ty one-eyed Nestenes, ugly apelike Ogrons, mild- 
mannered humanoid butterflies (Menoptera), prickly 
Didonians and, of course, the famous Daleks. These 
evil organisms, last survivors of a world decimated by 
aneutron war, protected themselves by encasing what 
was left of their bodies in colorful mobile machines. 
‘The metal armor was complete with artificial arms and 
death ray...... everything needed for the conquest of 
Earth! 

Dr. Who himself is an extraterrestrial, a Time Lord 
from another world, who did a bit too much 
unauthorized space/time exploration in his TARDIS 
vehicle and was exiled by his superiors to Earth in the 
twentieth century. He is a member of U.N.I.T., an in- 
ternational defense organization founded for the pro- 
tection of Earth against invaders. See FM #155 for an 
in-depth look at the Dr. Who series.

It was just one of many saucers filled with in- 
vading aliens who had come from their dying world in 
a distant galaxy to conquer Earth thru secret infiltra- 
tion of our government & mass media. Vincent could 
recognize the beings despite their human guises and 
devoted himself to the mammoth task of convincing 
an unbelieving world of the menace. His mission was 
further threatened by the desperate aliens who often 
tried to destroy him 


starry-eyed series 

Star Trek is, of course, TV’s most popular sci-fi 
series, recounting the future voyages of the starship 
Enterprise, whose 5-year mission was to seek out un- 
discovered civilizations in the Galaxy. It premiered in 
1966 but the Enterprise was unable to complete its 
mission since the show ended 3 years later. 

liens ran rampant in this program. The vast ma- 
jority were human-like, such as the Klingons, Vulcan 
Romulans & Argelians, tho occasionally true alien in- 
telligences were featured. Such was the Horta, a 
silicon creature much likea rock with legs, which killed 
human miners on Janus VI in the episode ‘The Devil 
in the Dark”, Later it was revealed that the basically- 
peaceful Horta (played by Janos Prohaska) was only 
trying to protect her eggs, which the miners were tear- 
ing up, thinking them to be mere stones. A truce was 
finally reached. 

Another weirdie was the salt vampire of planet 
M-113 in the episode entitled “The Man Trap”. It had 
a suction-like mouthand suction cups on its fingers,us- 
ed to absorb all the salt from a person's body. It also 
had the ability to transform i self into any living form 
to lure its intended victims. 

The favorite character to most Trekkies is the 
logical Mr. Spock (Leonard Nimoy), Chief Science Of- 
ficer aboard the Enterprise. His mother was a human 
schoolteacher; his father, a Vulcan ambassador. 

Because of his (biologically impossible) mixed 
ancestry, Mr. Spock a was confused person struggling 
to find his identity. His best friend was the 
Ynterprise's captain, James Kirk (William Shatner) 
and he was also a close friend of the irascible Chief 
Medical Officer Leonard McCoy (DeForest Kelley), 


giants...space...the stalker 

In 1968 the crew and passengers of a 
“‘stratocruiser”’ entered a space warp and crashed on 
an unknown planet that was a Land Of The Giants. 
The world & its inhabitants were basically an enlarged 
version of our own Earth. 

Space: 1999 was a preposterous but intriguin 
science fiction entry from Britain which has enjoyed 
much popularity in the U.S. & other countries. In this 
series, the Moon had become a kind of wandering 
planet following an atomic explosion on its dark side

Russell & Maya (Catherine Schell), a beautiful alien 
who could alter her appearance by will power toresem- 
ble any creature. She became the ally of the helplessly- 
drifting Earthers at.the base as they encountered a 
variety of extraterrestrials, most of them unfriendl. 

The career of investigative reporter Carl Kolchak. 
Darrin McGavin's character in Kolchak: The Night 
Stalker, invariably placed him face to face (?) with the 
weird, the avant-garde, the supernatural. In the 
episode entitled “They Have Been, They Are, They 
Wi Be’, Kolchak’s probing of a murder case turned 
up something bizarre: the victim's bone marrow had 
been sucked out! The newsman soon discovered that 


an invisible alien was the killer; but, as always, no one 
believed him. 


of ufo’s & quarks 


Project UFO presented dramatizations of official 
Air Force Project Blue Book files. The-series focused 
on an investigating team’s research on the people, 
places & events surrounding a recent UFO sighting. In 
each episode we saw a visualization of the witnesses’ 
sighting of craft & crew. The actual reality of their ex- 
periences was more or less left up to the viewer. 

Richard Benjamin starred as Quark, the commander 
of an interstellar garbage scow in the 1978 comedy. 
Sharing in the duties of collecting cosmic junk was 
First Officer Fiscus, a sober humanoid plant (played 
by the late Richard Kelton). Another alien on board 
was the ship's temperamental mascot, alittle one-eyed

Almost everyone who watches NBC's Saturday 
Night Live loves the “‘Coneheads”’, that wacky family 
from outer space who are regulars on the program. One 
of their funniest skits featured guest star Frank Zap- 
pa, who wanted to date the Conehead daughter (Lar- 
raine Newman). He convinced her “parental units” 
(Dan Akroyd & Jane Curtin) of his worthiness by mak- 
ing a gift to them of a record album he had produced. 
They enjoyed it but thought it needed salt. 


of telefilms & extraterrestrials 

There have been some notable made-for-TV mov 
that featured extraterrestrials. One of the best was 
The UFO Incident in which James Earl Jones & Estelle 
Parsons portrayed Betty & Barney Hill, a married 
couple who were abducted by small humanoids. They 
were taken inside an alien craft, examined and released 
unharmed. The Hills had no conscious memory of the 
experience, only recurring dreams. Their story was 
brought out under hypnosis by a psychologist. 

The film was based on a true occurence in 1961, 
described by John G. Fuller in his book “The Inter: 
rupted Journey’ 

The Love War told the story of Kyle (Lloyd 
Bridges), an alien who tried to escape an in- 
terplanetary war by settling on Earth. Here he met a 
lady named Sandy (Angie Dickinson) while traveling 
by bus. After falling in love with her, he entrusted her 
with his secret, only to discover that she was actually 
one of the enemy aliens sent to stalk & kill him.
